DES MOINES, Iowa.—Better pre­ 
pared teachers is 
the 
fundamental 
problem in present 
day 
education, 
Dean W, F. Barr of the college of 
education of Drake University, de­ 
clared here recently in urging that 
the National Education Association 
take steps to place the profession on 
a higher plane. 
“During the last 25 years there has 
been much talk about better prepara­ 
tion of teachers,” Dean B arr said, 
“but all the agitation has ended in 
talk, just as many of our great moral 
issues bring forth nothing better than 
talk. 
“The fact is that school people, as 
a whole, are afraid to take hold of the 
problem of securing legislation defin­ 
ing minimum educational qualifica­ 
tions of teachers. 
“To be a lawyer or a doctor, or to 
be a minister in the older churches, 
one must have preparation far be­ 
yond anything required for the certi­ 
fication of school teachers. Qualifica­ 
tions now involved in our legal re­ 
quirements for getting a certificate 
to teach should be w ritten up by 
some person with a sense of humor, 
for they would be screamingly humor­ 
ous if they were not so tragic. 
“In spite of the fact th at we do not 
require anything of our teachers legal­ 
ly, we have educational organizations 
talking about minimum salary laws, 
‘he poorly paid teacher, and the neces­ 
sity of having a secretary of educa­ 
tion in the president’s cabinet. All of 
which indicates that we are merely 
trying to cover up our own weak­ 
nesses.

mment the Chinese government re­ 
tards the railway as its own, although 
emporarily mutually exploited.

Soviets, on the other hand, look upon

revenue, but one which they would be 
jlad to hand over at a good price to 
my purchaser. 
During the great war, Vexey ex- 
ilnins the British government opened 
r credit of 5.000,000,000 gold rubles 
o the imperial Russian government t8 
pay for orders placed abroad. Among 
fbese were orders for 745 American 
ocomotives which were delivered to 
the Chinese Eastern to be’ dispatched 
to the railway system of European 
Russia. The locomotives were so dis­ 
patched except 124, which could fiot 
be sent owing to interruption of com- 
■nunications in #1920. These 124 loco­ 
motives have been in operation on the 
Chinese Eastern 1oi the past five 
years. 
About 3,000 American cart, like the 
'ocomotives were held back in 
1920. 
A certain number were taken by the 
Bolshevists, but the registry for 1924 
shows that the railway still has about 
2,500 uf them. The total value of this 
rolling stock is nearly 20,000,000 gold 
rubles. 
When the Imperial Russian govem- 
uent fell, control of the Chinese Eas- 
‘ern was taken over by the Interallied 
Technical board, comprising represen­ 
tatives of the great powers. The in­ 
terallied board considered the Chinese 
Eastern to be a Russian railway and 
the American locomotives to be the 
'iroperty of the Russian railways, tem­ 
porarily at the disposal of the Chinese 
Eastern. 
The Soviet authorities are 
now endeavoring to get possession of 
the locomotives and cars in question.
